BAGHDAD f AP) — Pakistani Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto arrived 1 
S a t u rd a y and immediately visited Musttm boty shrines in Baghdad before 
m e et ing senior Iraqi officials. Bhntto, who flew from Istanbul alter a 
three-day visit to Turkey, was accompanied by a high-ranking delegation. 
They were gives a red carpet welcome and greeted by Izzat Ibrahim, vice 
chairman of Iraq's raflng Rmtationary Command Council and the mast 
senior figure after President Saddam H ossein. Btatlo was scheduled to met 
the president and First Deputy Prime Minister Taba Yassin Ramadan later 
for talks expected to centre on bilateral relations, Afghanistan and the 
stalled peace talks between Iraq and Iran. Diplomatic sources, speaking on 
coodition of anonymity, said the Pakistani leader was expected to seek 
Iraq's help in breaking the deadlock over plans to set ap a broad-based 
Afghan government in Kabul following the Soviet military withdrawal in 
February. Iraq last month received the foreign spokesman of the Afghan 
rebel leader GotUbdia Hekmatyar. But the Baghdad go ve r nment was not so 
Car recognised the government proclaimed by the Mqjahedeen rebel 
factions.

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Arabs hail outcome of summit

King returns, describes 
summit as high success 


NICOSIA (Agencies) — Arab 
commentators welcomed the out- 
come of this week's Arab summit 
in Casablanca, praising it for 
uniting round the Palestinian 
peace drive and arriving at some 
form of compromise over a peace 
formula for Lebanon. 

Israel's media remained unim- 
pressed, while newspapers in Iran 
were dismissive. 

In Lebanon itself, reaction was 
mixed. Some papers expressed 
satisfaction but independent and 
right-wing newspapers were sar- 
castic or bitter. 

Such words as “responsible," 
“realistic," "rational,’’ •‘deter- 
mination” and “new beginning" 
peppered the opinion columns of 
many Arab newspaprs. 

“The most accurate description 
of the Casablanca summit deci- 


sions is that ttaey were concilia- 
tory and realistic to an extent that 
makes them applicable and en- 
forceable." the Abu Dhabi daily 
A1 Fajr said. 

“Rather than using the rhetoric 
of past practices, the summit pre- 
ferred a somewhat low profile but 
strictly realistic approach, said 
the English-language Egyptian 
Mail. 

The summit, which marked the 
return of Egypt to the Arab 
League after 10 years in the cold, 
rallied behind the Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation's (PLO) 
Middle East peace initiative, 
turning it into common Arab 
strategy. 

Erstwhile foes held reconcilia- 
tion meetings. In particular Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak 
had talks with President Hafez A1 


Assad of Syria and Libya's 
Muammar Qadhafi 

“The resolutions show that a 
healing process has been talcing 
place at Casablanca and that not- 
withstanding the sharp con- 
troversy and disagreements... the 
leaders recognised the need for 
compromise and consensus." the 
Dubai-based Gulf News said. 

“Organsing the interior of the 
Arab home is the first step to- 
wards solving all the problems of 
the area." said the Saudi A1 
Jazira newspaper. 

In Iran, Kayhan International 
denounced what it said was a lack 
of genuine Arab concern over the 
problems of the Arab World. 
Jomhuri Islami said the Lebanon 
compromise was unlikely to suc- 
ceed. 

In Israel, the media reported 


events at the summit without 
editorial comment, which focused 
instead on clashes between Jew- 
ish settlers and Palestinians in the 
occupied territories. 

The Moroccan opposition daily 
rOpinion said the Arab leaders 
bad completely satisfied the de- 
mands of Washington and 
Moscow. 

“The first wanted recognition 
of (U.N. Resolutions) 242 and 
338 and the non-rejection of elec- 
tions in the occupied territories 
and the second demanded a joint 
Arab position,' it said. 

"Israel must now confront not 
only the Arab World on the 
political level but also American 
pressures." 

The summit agreed to step up 
diplomatic pressure for an inter- 
national Middle East peace con- 


ference to achieve a Palestinian 
state alongside Israel. 

The offensive will be led bv 
Morocco’s King Hassan. 

“King Hassan's mission, para- 
llel to the PLO peace initiative, 
will open doors towards an inter- 
national conference." PLO 
spokesman Ahmad Abdul Rah- 
man said. 

He said the summit had shown, 
beyond doubt that the Arab 
World was folly behind peace 
with Israel. 

“The ball is in Israel's court." 
he declared. 

King Hassan. along with the 
leaders of Jordan. Egypt. Syri;; 
and the PLO. will try to see!: 
support for the conference idea 
from the United States and the 
four other permanent U.N. 
Security Council members. 


Israelis, Palestinians meet to discuss peace 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
King Hussein returned home ear- 
ly Saturday after attending the 
extraordinary Arab s ummi t in 
Casablanca, Morocco, which con- 
cluded Friday. ' 

The King and the delegation 
accompanying him were received 
upon return by His Royal High- 
ness Grown Crown Prince Has- 
son, members of the royal family 
and senior officials and highrank- 
ing army officers as well as the 
Moroccan charge d’affires in 


Jordan. 

The Jordanian delegation that 
the King led to the summit in- 
cluded Prime Minister Sharif 
Zaid Ibn Shaker, Royal Court 
Chief Thonqan Hindawi, the 
King's Political Advisor Adnan 
Abu Odeh, the King's Private 
Advisor Amer Khammash and 
Deputy Prime Minister and Fore- 
ign Minister Marwan AI Qasem. 

In a press statement before 
departure from Casablanca Fri- 
day, the King expressed apprecia- 


tion of King Hassan II of Moroc- 
co who, he said, exerted stre- 
nuous efforts at the summit to 
maintain solidarity among Arab 
leaders in the face of common 
challenges. 

King Hussein described the 
summit as extremely successful, 
thanks to King Hassan and the 
participating Arab heads of states. 
He said the resolutions were posi- 
tive, encouraging, and extremely 
frank:

The spokesman said that the 
conscript was carrying his person- 
al weapon. 

The Associated Press quoted 
an Israeli army spokesman as 
saying Israeli troops shot and 
killed an unidentified man after 
he opened fire on an Israeli patrol 
near the River Jordan, slightly 
wounding two soldiers. 

The Israeli spokesman said an 


Israeli army patrol along the bor- 
der fence “encountered light 
weapons fire from east of the 
fence” and returned fire. 

The spokesman said that in 
searches conducted in the area 
after the firefight, soldiers found 
the body of a man, dressed in a 
military-type uniform and armed 
with a U.S.-made M-16 assault 
rifle. 

Israel Radio gave a different 
version of the clash, saying that 
an army scout was the first to 
open fire when he heard a noise 
on the other side of the demarca- 
tion fence. It said the scout him- 
self was wounded in the firefight. 


NAHALTN, Occupied West 
Bank (AP) — Thousands of 
Israeli peace activists Saturday 
met with West Bank villagers 
who lost relatives in the Palesti- 
nian uprising. 

In clashes in the occupied Gaza 
Strip, soldiers shot and wounded 
two Palestinian teenagers, includ- 
ing a 17-year-old who was hit in 
the abdomen, hospitals reported. 

In the West Bank town of 
Hebron, army and police forces 
mounted a search for a Palesti- 
nian prisoner who cut the bars of 
his prison cell Saturday and 
escaped by sliding down an im- 
provised rope made of a blanket, 
Israel radio reported. 

The prisoner, Shadi Darwish, 
was arrested nine months ago on 
suspicion of killing an Arab 
policeman in the West Bank, it 
said. 

In three villages and a refugee 
camp in the West Bank some 
3,000 Israeli activists of the Peace 
Now movement held meetings 
with Palestinians who lost rela- 
tives in the uprising. Soldiers 


watched the gatherings from afar 
without intervening. 

“If we can prove to Israelis that 
relations, even political, are 
possible, it would also make 
possible the idea of a compromise 
and withdrawal," Yoki Amir, a 
Hebrew University lecturer, said 
at the village of Nahalin. 

In Nahalin, near Bethlehem, 
almost 200 Palestinian men, 
women and children, many wear- 
ing traditional robes, came to 
greet the hundreds of Israelis. 

Last month, this small village 
surrounded by barren rocky hills, 
suffered one of the bloodiest inci- 
dents in the Palestinian uprising. 
Paramilitary border police raided 
Nahalin, killing five and wound- 
ing at least 18 Palestinians. 

A total of 498 Palestinians have 
been balled since the Palestinian 
rebellion began in December 
1987. 

•'No one of us can bring back 
the people who were killed, but if 
they welcome us when we come 
here despite what happened, it 
will be tbe finest reconciliation 


possible," said left-wing legislator 
Dedi Zucker. 

“I stand bere and greet you 
because we need peace.” said 
Mohammad At try ah, whose 22- 
year-old son Subhi was shot and 
killed in the police raid on 
Nahalin. 

“But if I acted like the border 
police, 1 should kill ten," he said. 

Zucker responded: "We aO 
have volumes of claims against 
the other, but we must look 
forward, not backward.” 

Tbe gathering was pan of a 
“day of peace" that brought an 
estimated 3,000 activists of the 
Peace Now movement to 
three West Bank villages and a 
refugee camp. Tbe movement 
advocates talks with the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
and the establishment of an inde- 
pendent Palestinian state. 

Leaders of the 70,000 Jewish 
settlers living in the occupied 
territories condemned the meet- 
ings, and right-wing legislator 
Geuia Cohen demanded that the 
West Bank be closed for such 


"terrorist" events. 

As the Israelis and Palestinians 
met in Nahalin, the windshields 
of two cars belonging to Palesti- 
nian workers from Nahalin 
were smashed in a working-class 
neighbourhood in Jerusalem, and 
the cars' tires were slashed, one 
of the workers said in an inter- 
view. 

When two army jeeps drove up 
to the tar roadway leading to 
Nahalin, dozens of youths began 
shouting "Jaysh, Jaysh," and ran 
to the nearby fields to pick up 
stones to throw at tbe troops. 

Villagers stopped the children, 
and the jeeps pulled back from 
the area. 

In a speech in Hebrew to the 
gathering, village leader Abu 
Khalid said that only talks with 
the PLO could end the Palesti- 
nian rebellion. 

“We must remind the radical 
Israeli government that the 
Palestinian nation has its roots 
here and there must be peace 
with our sole legitimate repre- 
sentative, the PLO," he said. 


While relatives of the dead said 
they would put aside thoughts of 
revenge if they could see evi- 
dence of moves towards Arab- 
Israeli peace, but young villager.: 
dismissed Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir’s plan for elec- 
tions in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

Israeli forces arrested dozens 
of Palestinians in the West Ban!-: 
and Gaza Strip Friday in a con- 
tinuing crackdown on the up- 
rising. 

At the end of the meeting, 
Palestinians and Israelis vowed to 
continue their peace dialogue. 

“It's a small start, but hopeful- 
ly it's the beginning of a process,” 
Zucker said'. 

Samiha, a 47-year-o!d teache- 
who refused to give her las? 
name, said she had never spoken 
informally to Israelis before the 
meeting. 

“It’s been very beautiful for 
us." she said after exchanging 
telephone numbers with one of 
the meeting’s organisers.

The ACC wfl hold its first 
s ummi t meeting in Egypt from 
June 15 to 17, newspapers in 
Cairo quoted Mubarak as saying. 
Earlier reports said tbe summit 
would run from June 12 to 14. 

Differences remain 

Mubarak also said Saturday 
Egypt still bad differences with 
Syria and Libya despite recon- 
ciliation rallcs at the Casablanca 
Arab summit. 

Mubarak received a lavish air- 
port welcome of prancing horses 
and whirling dancers. Thousands 
of flag-waving Egyptians cheered 
as he was driven through the 
streets of Cairo in an open car. 

Mubarak said he told Syrian 
President Hafez Al Assad at the 
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Hosni Mubarak 

summit that all foreign forces, 
including the estimated 40,000 
Sryian troops, had to withdraw 
from Lebanon. 

Mubarak said his two meetings 
with Libyan leader Muammar 
Qadhafi, along with Syria an 
opponent of Egypt's 1979 treaty 
with Israel, turned out better 
than he expected. 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — Kuwaiti 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah 
Al Ahmad Al Sabah, back from, 
an Arab summit in Morocco, told 
a local newspaper that plans to 
send a 300-strong observer force 
to Lebanon have been dropped. 

Sheikh Sabah headed an Arab 
League committee on Lebanon 
which wanted tbe observers to 
police a ceasefire that has sub- 
stantially checked artillery battles 
across Beirut’s green line since 
May 11. 

In remarks published Saturday 
by the newspaper AJ Rai AJ 
Aam, he said the proposal for an 
observer force drawn from sever- 
al Arab countries and headed by 
a Kuwaiti officer had been super- 
ceded by the formation of a new 
beads-of-state committee to try to 
resolve Lebanon's dvil war. 

Tbe older committee of six 
foreign ministers, which was 
formed in January and held ex- 
tensive consultations with 
Lebanese political and religious 
leaders, was also disbanded, he 
said. 

Tbe new committee consists of 
Morocco's King Hassan, King 
Fahd of Saudi Arabia and Presi- 
dent Chadti Benjedid of Algeria. 

“The assignment of the Arab 
League’s six-man committee on 


Lebanon has now been totally 
terminated as a result of a deci- 
sion by Arab leaders to set up the 
higher tripartite panel of three 
Arab heads of state,” said Sheikh 
Sabah. 

Sabah said the 321 -member 
Arab observer would not be 
formed “because there is no need 
for it since tbe whole matter has 
been assigned to die higher 
committee which will now take 
np the duty of handling the de- 
teriorating situation in 
Lebanon." 

The Arab summit concluded 
Friday without a blueprint for 
ending Lebanon’s 14-year civil 
war. The new committee has 
been given, six months to solve 
Lebanon’s entangled conflict. 

Lebanese rightists, led by army 
commander Michel Aoun, are 
insisting on a Syrian pullout of its 
forces in face of adamant rejec- 
tion from Damascus. The Arab 
leaders also called for the with- 
drawal of Israeli forces from 
South Lebanon. 

Lebanon's Pro-Syrian and lef- 
tist dailies were frill of praise 
Saturday for the Arab resolution 
on Lebanon. But independent 
and right-wing newspapers were 
bitter.

NATO allies nervous over American plans 


BRUSSELS (Agencies) — 
■Nervousness emerged Saturday 
among North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation (NATO) allies 
about a - report that President 
George Bush may announce 
cuts in U.S. troops in Europe at 
next week’s' Brussels summit. 

The -Washington Times re- 
port that he would announce a 
cut in UlS. troops in Europe of 
up to 10 per cent or 34,000 
soldiers fuelled apprehension in 
the alliance,, already deeply 
split over the future of short- 
range nuclear weapons (SNF).

There was speculation that 
Bush might be planning a 
dramatic public gesture to out- 
shine Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev who has consistent- 
ly grabbed the world spotlight 
by bold unilateral arms offers. 

Officials said, however, there 
was a risk that such a move 
might be seen as a punitive 
measure against West Ger- 
many, home to most of the 
U.S. forces in Europe, because 
of its quarrel with Washington 
over SNF.- 

Tbey said any weakening of 
the U.S. Hnk to the defence of 
Western Europe, of which its 
troops are the most potent sym - 
bol, could deal a psychological 
blow to an alliance already buf- 
feted by the storm over SNF. 

Officials said any announce- 
ment of unilateral cots would 
represent a swerve in U.S. and 
NATO policy which- has been 


that forces cuts should be 
negotiated in Vienna at the 
c onve ntional forces in Europe 
(CFE) talks. 

Diplomats said meetings 
were taking place throughout 
the weekend at NATO head- 
quarters before the summit 
Monday and Tuesday, which 
was called to mark the 
alliance’s 40th anniversary. 

But they said there was no 
prospect of a compromise 
emerging on the SNF issue be- 
fore the 16 leaders arrived. 

Prime minister Brian Mul- 
roney of Canada and Andreas 
Papandreou of Greece, the lat- 
. ter accompanied by his girl- 
friend, Dimitra Liana, were the 
. first arrivals Saturday. 

Bush, who was making a 
brief visit to Italy first, and 
British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher both were sche- 
duled to fly to Brussels Sunday 


evening. 

Among the last to arrive, and 
still reportedly thrashing out 
the contentions SNF issue 
among themselves, were the 
West Germans, Chancellor 
Helmu t Kohl and his more 
liberal-le aning foreign minister, 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 

West German officials have 
disclosed privately that the 
three-party governing coalition 
beaded by Kohl has failed even 
within its own ranks to forge a 
united position on when and 
whether the superpowers' 
should be pressed into SNF 
negotiations. 

Bush meets Italian leaders 

In Rome, Bosh met Italian 
leaders Saturday on the first full 
day of a European trip during 
which he intends to assert his 
role as Western leader with 
proposals aimed at easing East- 
West tensions. 


Administration officials 
travelling with Bush are not 
revealing details of the propos- 
als on tbe grounds that they must 
first be discussed with other 
members of the Western 
alliance at the NATO summit. 

Bush declined to answer 
Saturday when asked about re- 
ports that he was considering 
lifting economic sanctions on 
the Soviet Union imposed after 
its 1979 intervention in Afgha- 
nistan or reducing U.S. troop 
levels in Europe. 

At the start of a meeting with 
Prime Minister Griaco de Mita 
at tbe 16th century Villa Mada- 
ma government guest house 
Bush flashed reporters a tight 
smile when asked about his 
plans. 

But one official said privately 
that the president would prop- 
ose lifting the sanctions against 
flie Soviet Union. 


PEKING (Agencies) — Chinese 
students rallying around refor- 
mist Communist Party leader 
Zhao Ziyang. the apparent victim 
of a hardliners' purge, called 
Saturday for mass protest mar- 
ches across China Sunday. 

“We hope for at least a million 
people in Peking,” said Lu 
Xiang, a spokesman for the city's 
independent student union, and 
student leader Chai Ling said the 
theme of the march was “Chinese 
all over the world unite." 

. Tbe students' leaders recom- 
mended that the 14-day-old 
occupation of the capital's main 
square end Tuesday after a final 
“victory man*.” 

In the first official acknow- 
ledgement of a power struggle at 
the top, former Chinese Presi- 
dent Li Xiannian accused “cer-. 
tain people in the leadership of 
the Communist Party" of creating 
confusion in China. 

Tbe statement by the former 
president, broadcast on state-run 
radio and television, came two 
days after Zhao was reportedly 
stripped of power and placed 
under house arrest. 

Student leaders demanded an 


end to a martial law crackdown, 
ordered May 20 by Premier Li 
Peng, and the withdrawal of the 
tens of thousands of army troops 
surrounding Beijing. 

They said the approximately 
10,000 students remaining in the 
square would make the final deci- 
sion on whether to leave. 

They also called for April 27 to 
be made into a holiday for 
Chinese freedom and democracy. 
April 27 was tbe day that hun- 
dreds of thousands of students 
and workers took to the streets in 
Peking to protest a People’s Daily 
editorial ' accusing the student 
movement of being nothing but 
“turmoil." 

The student leaders said they 
wanted to leave the square be- 
cause of "sanitation and to return 
the square to the people." 

Tens of thousands of students 
have occupied the square for 
more than two weeks since begin- 
ning a hunger strike there. Since 
the hunger strike ended and mar- 
tial law was declared, thousands 
of students left Tiananmen, re- 
turning to their schools in Peking 
and elsewhere. 

In a critical speech, former 


President Li aiso was quoted as 
urging a crackdown on small 
band of criminals who he said 
were trying to overthrow the rule 
of the Communist Party. 

“These people have an orga- 
nisation, a plan and a plot," he 
said. "If they succeed, China will 
be thrown into a deep disaster." 

In another blow to the moder- 
ate faction led by Zhao, Wan Li, 
the chairman of the standing 
committee of the National Peo- 
ple's Congress, was quoted as 
throwing his support to Li Peng 
and other conservatives who 
ordered martial law. 

Wan. a moderate, cut short his 
visit to the United States earlier 
this week and was initially re- 
ported to be placed under house 
arrest on his arrival Tuesday in 
Shanghai. 

His statement Saturday, also 
read on state-run radio aiid tele- 
vision, also blamed the unrest on 
a small group of dissidents. 

“After I had time to study the 
situation." Wan was quoted as 
saying, “I realised that a small 
minority was behind a plot to

“We are unhappy about the

Gold-stuffed tomb unearthed in Iraq 


NICOSIA (AP) — Archaeologists have unearthed 
the goM-stnfled tomb of two women in what 
appears to be the richest single discovery ever 
made at ancient Nimrod in northern Iraq. 

The 2,700-year-old tomb in foe palace of King 
Ashurnasu-gial n contained more * an 25 kilog- 
rammes of gold jewellery mdnding diadems, 
nerftbK-gjL, earrings, belts and anklets, according 
to foe F-a pKsh -^an g na y Baghdad Observer. 

The Iraqi News Agency, monitored in Cyprus, 
carried details of foe newspaper report. 

Nfaau'nd, a spraw l ing ate aroimd4S0 kilometres 
north of Baghdad, was a major city of foe 
Assyrian empire that extended from foe Golf to

Mnzahem Mahmoud, foe Iraqi archaeologist 
who made the new discovery, said an inscribed 
stone tablet found in the 10- by 430-metre burial 
chamber identified one of the women as Yabaya, 
of the Assyrian royal court, foe newspaper re- 
ported. 

Tbe inscription in wedge-shaped cun ei fo r m 
script also laid a curse on anyone who opened foe 
tomb. 

“If anyone lays his hands an my tomb, or opens 
my grave, or steals ray jewefiery, I pray to foe 
gods of foe nether world foal Ids soul shall roam in 
the scorclrin g son after death... let foe ghost of 
i n somni a take hold of fan for ever and ever,” it 
said. 

The other burial was identified only as a much 
younger woman named Tafiya, foe newspaper 
said. 

Yabaya’s possessions also mchaded gold nee- 
dles, a bronze mirror with its enamel handle 
encrusted with precious stones, and tiny tongs for 
applying koH, a dark eye make-up, it said. 

“We found more than 100 earrings beside her 
sfcnH, some small, some large. She had afl her 
personal belongings b ur ied with her in foe 
grave,** Mahmoud said.

Israeli 
Arabs feel 
more 

Palestinian, 
study says 


TEL AVIV (R) — The 17- 
month-old Palestinian uprising 
has strengthened the identity 
of young Israeli Arabs as 
Palestinians, according to 
study of high school seniors. 

The study of 313 Israeli 
Arabs, published in the Israeli 
daily Al Hamishmar, said 83 
per cent felt their sense of 
Palestinian identity had risen 
during the revolt against 
Israeli occupation of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

At the same time, 73- per 
cent said their Israeli identity 
declined, 2)6 pio, 'fcSat saTd' it 
remained the same and 'three 
per cent said it increased. 

Dr. Mahmoud Mlari, who 
conducted the survey, found 
that 85 per cent of tbe students 
regarded themselves as Arabs, 
83 per cent as Palestinians, 26 
per cent as Israeli Arabs and 
seven per cent as Israelis. 

About 700,000 Arabs live in 
pre-1967 Israel as Israeli 
citizens. 

Tbe study said most Israeli 
Arabs opposed or had reserva- 
tions about contact with Jews 
and half said the uprising bad 
decreased their willingness to 
become involved with Jews. 


Vincennes sailors disciplined for drugs 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — The navy 
says that 15 crew members of tbe 
USS Vincennes, the cruiser that 
shot down an Iranian jetliner in 
the Golf last summer, will be 
disciplined for drug abuse. 

“There is no connection now to 
tbe July 3 incident in tbe (Ara- 
bian) Gulf to what has happened 
on board foe* Vincennes,” said 
navy commander David Dillon, 
spokesman feu Pacific Fleet sur- 
face force headquarters. 

The Vincennes, meanwhile, 
will be shifted to Long Beach nav- 
al shipyard within five weeks for 
modifications to correct deficien- 
cies in the Aegis electronic com- 
bat control system, the San Diego 
Tribune reported Friday. 

Aegis, which would enable a 
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ship like tbe Vincennes to make 
computer-recommended battle 
decisions for entire ■ fleets, was 
found flawed in tbe Gulf con- 
frontation. 

According to defence depart- 
ment analysts, split-second deci- 
sions were affected by the inabil- 
ity of radar-scope interpreters to 
immediately match the plane's 
“blip” with digital direction, alti- 
tude and speed information dis- 
played on another screen. 

Those problems are one reason 
tbe Vincennes will undergo mod- 
ernisation, an unidentified source 
told the Tribune. 

None of' the sailors involved 
in the drug sweep were in posi- 
tions that may have influenced 
the derision by Captain Will C.

Saturday’s change of command 
aboard the Vincennes.

128 hanged In Iran in 2 weeks 

NICOSIA (AP) — Eleven Iranian drug traffickers were hanged j 
Saturday in the northern dty of Tabriz, the official Iranian news | 
agency (IRNA) reported, bringing the number of such executions 
to 128 in the past two weeks. The agency, monitored in Nicosia, ■ 
said foe 11 were convicted for buying and selling heroin overseas ■ 
and for trafficking in drugs locally. The IRNA report did not 
specify the amounts involved. The 11 were hanged in public in 
Tabriz, tbe capital of east Azerbaijan province 515 kilometres 
northwest of Tehran. The latest han g in gs brought the number of 1 
drug-related executions to 686 since the government started foe 
year with a sweeping crackdown on narcotics trafficking. New laws 
went into effect in January that mandates the death penalty for 
even small amounts of drugs. The campaign gave drug addicts six 
months to stop or face prosecution. The deadline is July 23 and 
Iranian officials have announced that addict will be seat to labour 
camps for at least a year. At least two million of Iran’s 50 million 
population are reportedly involved in drug use. 

3 held for Iran arms bid 

CORPUS CHRIST1, Texas (R) — Two Canadians and a Swede 
wer arrested here late Thursday on charges of attempting to bay 
and ship more than $600 milli on worth of weapons and munitions 
to Iran.

service spokesman Charles Conroy told Renters. The arrests were 
the result of an 18-month undercover investigation, Conroy said. 
The three suspects, Ronald Arab and his wife Eileen of Vancouv- 
er, British Columbia, and Erik Niffen of Norrkoping, Sweden, had 
lived in Corpus Christi for several months while they attempted to 
buy weapons, Conroy said. “They had quite a shopping list,” he 
said. Included on their list were C-130 aircraft parts, a complete 
attack helicopter. 106- mm recoilless rifles and ammunition, an 
F-5B trainer jet, an F-5E fighter jet and parts for F-4 and F-14 
Phantom jets, Conroy said. 

Iran brushes aside condemnation 

NICOSIA (R) — Iran described the European Parliament Friday 
as a gathering of mediocre politicians and said its statement 
condemning Tehran’s “medieval regime” was best ignored. “The 
European parliament is a place which mediocre people who have 
no use in their countries get elected to,” Parliamentary Speaker Ah 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani told a mass prayer meeting at Tehran 
University. A majority of the 518-member- parliament signed a 
resolution Wednesday urging European Community (EC) states to 
break off relations with Tehran and “make every effort to exclude 
this medieval regime from the United Nations.” The statement, 
which is not binding on foe 12 EC countries, said Iran's seat at the 
United Nations should be occupied by the opposition Mujahideen- 
e-Khalq group, based in Iraq. Rafsanjani said the parliament's 
backing of the Mujahideen, whose guerrilla warfare campaign 
peaked in 1981, exposal double standards in its altitude to 
terrorism. “I don’t think they deserve a reaction. I expect our 
media not to pay attention to them,” Rafsanjani said in his sermon. 

Iranian minister visits Turkey 

ANKARA (R) — Iranian Deputy Foreign Minister Ali Moham- 
mad Besharati arrived in Ankara Friday with a message from 
Prime Minis ter Mir-Husseiu Mousavi for Turkish Prime Minister 
Turgut Ozal, officials said. Besharati ’s visit is foe first high-level 
contact between the two countries since a diplomatic row which 
resulted in both recalling their ambassadors April 3. Ankara 
accused Iran of meddling In its internal affairs after protests in 
Tehran over a Turkish court ban on Islamic-style headcarves being 
worn on university campuses. “It is possible that Mousavi’s, 
message will contain Iran’s views on ending the strain on the i 
relations," a Turkish Foreign Ministry source said.. Iran’s ambas- 
sador to Ankara, Manoocnehr Mottaki, returned to Turkey last 
week to prepare for his permanent departure and is expected to 
leave with Besharati Saturday, the ministiy said.

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Sudan famine relief

KHARTOUM (R) — A train 
taking vital supplies to famine-hit 
south Sudan was derailed and 
delayed for three days after sur- 
viving a hold-up’ by about 200 
gunmen, according to a United 
Nations official. 

The train, doing just 10 
kilometres ah hour, resumed its 
slow journey Friday after some of 
its 48 wagons ran off the track 
Tuesday in a region controlled by 
rebels of the Sudan People’s Li- 
beration Army (SPLA), U.N.

NMI draws plan to 
upgrade public hospitals 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The National 
Medical Institution (NMI) has 
worked out a plan to improve the 
services of the country’s public 
hospitals at the cost of JD 13 
million; and the process will be 
carried out in stages in view of the 
current financial situation, NMI 
Direcor General Daoud Hanania 
was Saturday quoted as saying. 

The general situation in public 
hospitals is far from being satis- 
factory because hospitals lack 
proper infrastructure in order for 
them operate successfully, Hana- 
nia said in a statement published 
by Sawi Al Shaab Arabic daily. 

Most of Jordan's hospitals were 
buflt in the 1950s, ana no suffi- 
cient funds were allocated since 
then towards improving their per- 
formance and to enable them to 
cope with modern developments 
in health and medical services. 
Hanania pointed out. 

The NMI director said that the 
current financial position of the 
Kingdom will not discourage the 
institution to pursue its plans for 
reform and improvement. 


although strenuous efforts are re- 
quired in this process. 

Hanania refereed to the gener- 
al health services in the Kingdom 
and said thanks to the efforts of 
the Health Ministry they are 
satisfactory. Health services have 
succeeded in reducing child mor- 
tality rate in the Kingdom from 
180 per thousand to a mere 35 per 
thousand children annuall y, and 
this is largely due to the effective 
service of the primary health care 
provided by the Ministry of 
Health* and its various centres 
around the Kingdom. Hanania 
noted. 

He said that the NMI (fid not 
come to replace the Health 
Ministry or to take ove its activi- 
ties and programmes. The Health 
Ministry is concerned largely in 
providing immunisation against 
infectious diseases, school medic- 
al services, primary health and 
medical services, primary health 
and medical services on the 
widest possible scale and mother 
and dxQd health care services 
among other important tasks. 


Hanania explained. He said that 
the NMI is mostly concerned with 
hospital services; and in this re- 
spect, the institution is making 
plans for expansion, and organis- 
ing hospital services to benefit aD 
public sectors. 

At present, the NMI is in- 
volved in setting up the King 
Abdullah hospital in die northern 
parts of the country to serve as an 
integrated medical centre; and 
has plans for setting up a materni- 
ty centre and restructuring the 
Prince Hamzeh hospital in Am- 
man, Hanania pointed out But, 
he said, these projects canno t 
easily be carried out in view of 
their high cost He said that the- 
King Abdullah hospital, for ex- 
ample, is expected to cost JD 24 
million in addition to a JD 8 
mitiop for installations and other 

he said the NMI is going 
ahead with plans for re-organis- 
ing the work of the existing hos- 
pitals, the musing services and 
health schemes for all members 
of the public. 
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Innovative ideas 
— need of the day 

THE SCHOLASTIC year is coming to an end soon, and we 
are going to see thousands of children as veil as teenagers 
playing or just lolling in the streets as soon as the schools 
and colleges dose. It is high time that the authorities gave 
concerted attention to draw up a programme, with immedi- 
ate priority for its implementation, to offer suitable facilities 
for the country's youth to utilise their spare time creatively. 
There is no denying the fact that some work had been 
undertaken and carried ont in building parks and re- 
creational facilities for the youth, but what is presently 
available in the country is a far cry from what is actually 
needed. The situation will farther be exacerbated with the 
expected arrival here on vacation of thousands of Jordanian 
expatriate families in addition to Arab and foreign visitors 
to the country. 

In many countries, mostly in the West, students take up 
summer employment wherever available; supermarkets, gas 
stations, offices etc. etc. But such avenues are no longer 
available to the Jordanian youngster? simply because of the 
dire unemployment situation and the economic and financial 
strains that the country is facing today. 

But, while allowing for the difficult economic conditions 
that the country is passing through at this point in tune, it is 
only conceivable that the ingeneous abilities of some of our 
planners could be put to the right use in craning np with 
innovative ideas compatible with the available resources to 
serve the need of the youth. Efforts aimed at drawing the 
youth to creative work in the service of the country do work; 
bnt only to an extent, beyond which they cannot be pushed 
simply because of their need to relax and be at peace with 
themselves. 

On paper, there are enough and more of facilities for our 
children and some do exist on the ground. But, let us face it, 
some of the facilities are beyond the reach of the financial 
means available to an average parent-on-the-street. While 
not denying the requirements of administering and running 
such facilities, one gets a feeling that some of the public 
.facilities are more commercially oriented than recreational. 
Even at that, everyone of them is fully packed daring 
weekends and the situation would only turn worse during 
the long summer vacation. 

One of the byproducts of children and teenagers having 
idle time in their hands is the alarming trend towards 
delinquency, which needs higher organisation and expendi- 
ture to address, not to mention its long-term consequences 
and impact on the society. Also, the youths’ feeling of 
uselessness that arises from the state of inaction is de- 
trimental to the national interest, which pins its hopes on the 
future generations. 

It is time something is done, and done fast. 


JORDAN PRESS EDITORIALS 


’Jordanian Arabic dailies; Saturday commented on the outcome of 
the Casablanca Arab summit which ended Friday after discussing 
the Gulf. Palestine and the Lebanon issues. 

A1 Ra’l daily said that the summit’s unlimited support for the 
Palestinian intifada and the Palestinian people's struggle for 
freedom was a source of pride to ail Arabs and something which 
gives cause for deep satisfaction and optimism for die future. The 
paper said the support means that the Arab Nation is now totally 
committed to back the struggle of the Palestinian people morally, 
financially, materially and politically until the oppressed people 
can regain their rights in their own homeland. The summit has 
also voiced foil support for the PLO's drive to achieve a 
peaceful settlement through an international conference and 
rejected the Shamir elections proposal, the paper noted. By this 
the Arab World bas adopted the Palestine plan and committed 
itself to work in unity and consensus to help the Palestinians in 
their just struggle, the paper added. The paper also noted with 
satisfaction the summit's decision to pursue efforts towards 
re-establishing permanent peace in the Gulf and reconciliation and 
stability in Lebanon. 

A1 Dustour for its part said that the summit in Casablanca offered 
the Arab leaders a very good chance for consultation and 
discussion on three chronic issues of concern to all the Arab 
masses. But indeed the outcome proved that the leaders had 
given more attention to the central issue: Palestine and to the 
means by which the Arab people of Palestine can be helped to 
regain their freedom, the paper noted It said the whole Arab 
Nation has come out in support of the Palestinian people and their 
legitimate representative in the ongoing struggle for freedom and 
the whole Arab World has now pledged to extend ail possible aid 
to the oppressed people in their resistance of Israeli occupation. 
The formation of a higher committee led by King Hassan of 
Morocco to pursue efforts at the international level to achieve 
peace in the Middle East and to back the PLO was a clear 
manifestation by the Arab Nation to advocate the cause of the 
Palestinians now locked up in bloody confrontation with the 
Israeli invaders for freedom, the paper said. 

Sawt A1 Shaab daily said that King Hussein who hosted the 
summit of agreement and consensus in Amman was the most 
prominent Arab leader at the Casablanca summit who worked 
hard to bring the Arab leaders to an agreement on a common 
denominator. The paper said that the monarch paved the way for 
a strong Arab stand at the summit based on solid foundation of 
unity and helped to bring about reconciliations among Arab 
leaden to achieve that goal. Over the past four days the Arab 
leaders in general and King Hussein in particular were busy .trying 
to find an acceptable formula that would define collective action 
in the coming stage and the summit has indeed succeeded in 
canvassing greater support for the Palestinian people’s struggle 
and paved the ground for a solution to the Lebanese crisis, the 
paper noted. It said that the Arab leaders have pledged to 
continue their relentless efforts to solve common Arab issues and 
to bring about peace to the A rah region.

IMF programmes: Standard or tailor-made 


MANY countries, including some Arab countries applied for the 
assistance of the International Monetary Fund (IMF) and readied 
agreements of restructuring ahead of Jordan. The Arab countries 
include Tunisia, Morocco, Sudan and Egypt. Other Arab 
countries, such as Iraq and Syria, refused to submit to the tough 
IMF programme and opted to try to solve their acute problems on 
their own. 

Arab countries that adopted the programme were either greatly 
successful, such as Tunisia and Morocco; or partially successful 
like Egypt, or a complete failure, like the Sudan. 

' Certain observers believe that the IMF has a ready-made 
programme that it prescribes for every debt-ridden developing 
country; others however, brush this aside and insist that the 
programmes are tailored to the particular dreumstances of each 
concerned country. 

Whether the prescription has to be adapted to the patient or the 
patient is required to adapt himself to the prescription, it is true 
that there are common parts among all the programmes formu- 
lated for the countries that were subjected to adjustment, while 
other parts differ in accordance to the dreumstances. 

Jordan has its own particulars in its position, population. 


quality of manpower, style of economic management, die extent 
of dependence on external aid, the expatriates remittances, the 
huge scale openness to world markets, the big size of its budget, 
the large role of die public sector, the structure of the indebted- 
ness and its distribution among governments and banks, Arab and 
foreign, and -the loan nature: developmental, commercial or 

mili tary. 

All these particular circumstances call for a specially tailored 
programme, but that in itself does not exdude the common part 
of all IMF programmes applicable to all other developing 
countries. 

The unified part stems from the fact that ail restructuring 
programmes have one mam common objective to achieve, ana 
that is adjusting the economic system so that the people and the 
government could live within their own means. 

This common objective has a cost, winch must be paid, and 
could not be avoided, at least not in die short run. The cost could 
become much higher if nothing was done about it for long. 

In summary, the IMF prog ramm e is sound economically and 
financially, but very costly in political and social terms. I don’t 
want to look like the devil advocate if I say that the political and 


social costs do not arise from the programme, bol they ansefroto 
the adoption of the wrong financial, economic, 
monetary pofkaes which in the first place made the resos?^ 
inevitable. -•

Arab summit’s final communique 


This is a partial text of the final communique of the emergency 
Arab summit which ended in Casablanca Friday (unofficial Reuter 
translation from Arabic). 

“At the initiative of His Majesty King Hassan n, the king of 
Morocco, and at his invitation, the emergency Arab summit 
conference met in Casablanca from May 23 to 26, 1989... 

“In its opening session the conference welcomed the delegation 
of toe Arab Republic of Egypt led by President Mohammad Hosni 
Mubarak and Egypt’s resumption of its full membership of the 
Arab League... and expressed its conviction that Egypt’s presence 
in its natural place among fellow Arab states would help reinforce 
joint Arab action... bringing benefits, honour and prosperity to the 
Arab nation... 

Intifada 

“The conference hailed the intifada of the Palestinian people... 
and decided to continue providing all forms of support and 
assistance to it, so that the Palestinian people under the leadership 
of the Palestine Liberation Organisation, its sole legitimate 
representative, can continue its resistance and escalate the heroic 
intifada against the Israeli occupation... 

“The conference condemned the crimes of the Israeli occupation 
and its practices against the Arab people in the occupied 
Palestinian and Arab territories and called on the Security Council 
to carry out its duty towards these crimes and practices, including 
toe possibility of imposing sanctions on Israel.

HOUSTON — Once-macho 
Texas has seen its banks fold and 
its oil revenue tumble. 

Now the frontier state is being 
taken over by women. 

When Lila Cockrell is sworn in 
on May 31 as mayor of San 
Antonio, the state’s three largest 
cities will all have women mayors 
— a turn of events that would 
have been unimaginable not so 
long ago. 

Cockrell will join mayors 
Kathy Whi tmir e in Houston and 
Annette Strauss in Dallas as 
Texas' top municipal leaders. 

Political observers say the rise 
of women here is part of a long- 
term social and political change in 
the state. In contrast to its 
raucous, heU-for-leather image, 
Texas has been toned down by 
larger forces and humbled by its 
economic problems. 

It is no longer a bastion of 
frontier values. 

“When it reached the stage 
where we had to wear seatbelts in 
our pick-up trucks and couldn’t 
carry open beers in the car any- 
more, we knew Texas was ready 
for women mayors.” joked poli- 
tical consultant Pat Cox. 

Women have been climbing the 
Texas political ladder for years 
but have only just reached the top 
rung. 

“It has been a very slow, pa- 
tient sort of process of serving at 
the local level, proving our exper- 
tise and gaining credibility. I 
think the public understandsthat, 
by and large, we do a very good 
job/' said state Treasurer Ann 


Richards. 

Richards — who went national 
last summer when she lambasted 
George Bush in a speech at a 
major Democratic Party conven- 
tion — said Texas has never been 
as male-dominated as was 
thought. 

“I know the image is macho, 
but I never thought it was real. 
This has been a very, very good 
state for women in public office,” 
she said. “We are probably ahead 
of other states in terms of women 
in local government.” 

Cox the consultant says 
women's success here is part of a 
national trend towards certain 
types of candidates. 

“It’s not liberal or conservative 
so much as it is egalitarian. Vo-, 
tens now select candidates on the 
basis of competence, manage- 
ment skills and image. They go 
beyond the stereotypes,” be said. 

Minorities and liberals 

The three mayors are seen as 
moderates who have won power 
by building coalitions with minor- 
ity groups and liberals. . 

Before winning office Strauss 
and Whitmire lacked strong sup- 
port from the business commun- 
ity — the traditional rulers of 
local politics in Texan cities. But 
Strauss said: “It wasn’t long after 
the election that many in the 
business community called to say: 
“We’re 100 per cent behind you.” 

Cockrell, 67, who served two 
terms as San Antonio mayor in 
the 1970s, was a business 
favourite from the start. 

In return for its support, the 
business community has been re- 


warded with mayors who, like 
those in most American cities 
today, spend much of their time 
promoting economic develop- 
ment. 

Such missionary work is seen as 
crucial for Texas’ devastated eco- 
nomy, where nine of its top 20 
banks were bought or merged 
with other banks when problems 
set in after oil prices fell in 1986. 

“Some people initially had 
trouble accepting the fact that the 
new mayor was not a man,” but 
those problems have faded, said 
Strauss, who recently won a 
second term by a landslide. 

Whitmire, who has ruled Hous- 
ton for eight years, this autumn 
feces a tough re-election fight 
against a popular former mayor. 

But whether Whitmire wins or 
loses, by 1990 the political power 
of women in Texas could be eveu 
more far-reaching. 

State treasurer Richards has all 
but announced her intention to 
run for governor that year and 
she is one of the favourites. 

“1 will make an announcement 
in June. My decision is virtually 
made and everything is good” she 
told reporters. 

If Richards wins, she will not 
be the first women governor of 
Texas. That honour belongs to 
Miriam “Ma” Ferguson, who was 
elected in 1924 and 1932. 

But she would be the first 
woman governor to rale along- 
side female mayors in the state's 
major cities. 

“Texas is not all oil, gas and 
cowbojrs anymore. Change has 
been slow to come to Texas, but 
now it’s here in a hurry,” Cbx 
said.

Fungus devastates lifestyle in Indonesia

SUNGKEP — A quick-spreading 
fungus is devastating pepper 
plantations on Indonesia’s Bang- 
ka Island — and post-harvest 
festivities as well. 

More than 60 per cent of In- 
donesia's pepper is produced on 
the island, off Sumatra, where 
the phytopbora fungus is wiping 
out whole crops in two to 10 days. 

Twenty-five thousand tonnes 
of white pepper/ Bangka’s maid 
crop, were exported in 1988. “I 


don’t think we can reach the same 
level this year,” said Haji Sahaq, 
a leading farmer in southern 
Bangka who has planted only two 
hectares of his 10 hectares of 
land. 

“Our fancy parties and new 
cars may have to drop from the 
list,” Sahaq added. “All our con- 
cern is about this damned 
fungus.” 

Traditionally festive multiple 
weddings follow die pepper har- 
vest. Several village couples, chil- 
dren of plantation owners, usual- 
ly get together to celebrate' - their 
marriages at lavish parties. 


The weddings are not the har- 
vest’s only bounty. New cars from 
the capital Jakarta suddenly 
appear in the villages. Houses get 
complete face- lifts every year. 

“No problem with money. Af- 
ter the harvest, they spent as 
much as they got. They bought 
anything as long as it was expen- 
sive,” an agriculture official said. 

“But now they have to tighten 
their belts. They not only face a 
fungus and a worse crop, but they 
have to struggle for a better price 
as well,” the official said. 

Indonesia supplies half the’ 
world's pepper needs but prices a 


have dropped steadily over the 
past year. The central bureau of 
statistics said last year’s price was 
7.4 million rupiah ($4,200) per 
tonne compared with the current 
4.7 million ($2,700) in the local 
market. 

“We want to get better prices, 
but it seems to be a buyers' 
market/' Sahaq said. “Brokers 
also control the price. We have to 
seD our pepper at their price since 
we badly need money to pay 
workers and buy fungicide.” 

. Nearly all Indonesian produc- 
ers are smallholders, selling their 


pepper through middlemen who 
collect it for export. 

No affected land on Bangka 
can be replanted until it is com- 
pletely free of fungus. Land now- 
lies fallow all around the island. 

Adjat, an agriculture resear- 
cher, said the disease was raging 
through almost half the .island's 
pepper plantations. 

The agriculture department in- 
itially expected Indonesia to in- 
crease its pepper production to 
42,000 tonnes in this crop year 
from 40,000 tonnes last year. 

But the spread of the fungus. 


which attacks the roots of the 
plant and works its way up, is 
lowering expectations. 

A U.S. agriculture department 
report estimated output would 
reach only 30,000 tonnes in 1989, 
its lowest level in recent years. 

For the villagers and plantation 
workers, the disease wipes out 
fun as well as a livelihood. 

“The only time in the year 
when we get a special meal is at 
the flood of plantation owners' 
wedding parties. This year, no 
nice meals for us/’ one local 
villager said.

.S. ‘hit list’ draws chorus of condemnation 


TOKYO (Agencies) — Japan expressed strong 
regret and unleashed a barrage of countercharges 
Friday after Washington put it at the top of a list of 
alleged fair-trade violators. 

The sharp Japanese reaction and Trade, or GATT, “and could 


cad been building for weeks and 
could augur a setback to the hope 
expressed in Washington that 
there be no backlash to naming 
Japan, India and Brazil as main- 
taining the most harmful trade 
barriers to American producers. 

Foreign Minister Sousuke Uno 
summoned U.S. Ambassador 
Michael Armacost to deliver a 
protest, and the government said 
there were errors in the U.S. 
complaints about barriers to sales 
zi supercomputers, satellites and 
forestry products. 

Uno and other cabinet minis- 
ters said the U.S. action was 
‘ extremely regrettable" and ex- 
pressed concern that such a one- 
sided move could hurt multilater- 
al talks aimed at strengthening 
world trade. 

The Japanese said they would 
reject negotiations under press- 
ure of the designation. 

“This designation in no way 
possesses legal binding force in 
the international trade system." 
said Hiroshi Mitsuzuka, minister 
of international trade and in- 
dustry. 

Mitsuzuka described U.S. 
trade policy as “to threaten other 
countries into negotiating by 
brandishing the threat of unilater- 
al sanctions." 

This, he said, was contrary to 
the principles of the multinational 
General Agreement on Tariffs 


undermine the existing multi- 
lateral free trade system and the 
ongoing Uruguay Round of 

GATT.*’ 

Foreign ministry spokesman 
Taizo Watanabe softened the 
trade minister's position on 
negotiations somewhat by saying 
Japan would agree to “quiet 
talks" that might coincide with 
U.S. demands under the 1988 
trade law. He also said Japan 
might, complain to GATT if the 
United States eventually imposes 
sanctions. 

Japan has taken many steps to 
open its markets, Uno said, de- 
nying that the specific U.S. com- 
plaints “can be considered to 
constitute trade barriers." 

Takuma Yamamota, president 
of supercomputer maker Fujitsa 
Ltd. , said the computer market in 
Japan “has been totally freed” 
and the government policy on 
baying supercomputers — con- 
trary to the U.S. complaint — is 
not to discriminate between fore- 
ign and domestic producers. 

He said U.S. supercomputers 
have IS per cent of the Japanese 
market while Japanese supercom- 
puters have only two per cent of 
the U.S. market. No Japanese 
supercomputer has ever been 
bought by a U.S. public organisa- 
tion, Yamamoto said. 

As the trade pressure built in 
recent weeks, Japan invited U.S. 


firms to bid for eight supercom- 
puters to be bought by govern- 
ment bodies in the coming year. 

The government said sales of 
U.S. forestry products in Japan 
had doubled from 1986 to 1988, 
and the minister of posts and 
telecommunications, Seiichi 
Kataoka, said Japan was buying 
five American satellites this year, 
“which proves our satellite mar- 
ket is open to foreign com- 
panies.” 

India 

India also expressed anger over 
-its inclusion on a U.S. list of 
nations accused of unfair trading 
practices. 

Commerce Minister Dinesh 
Singh, leading die campaign to 
boost India's exports and narrow 
its balance of payments gap, said 
the United States was itself build- 
ing barriers to block access to its 
markets. 

Singh described Thursday's 
statement by U.S. Trade Repre- 
sentative Carla Hills that India 
discouraged foreign investment 
and insurance as “totally unjusti- 
fied, irrational and unfair.” 

The United States has said that 
the three nations could face re- 
taliation, including 100 per cent 
tariffs on their U.S. exports, if 
barriers are not removed within 
18 months. 

Indian officials said they had 
already told Washington that in- 
surance in India had been 
nationalised and that the U.S. 
had a fair share of marine and 
reinsurance business. 

They said die investment cli- 


mate had improved in the past 
four years and up to 40 per cent 
foreign equity was allowed in 
most cases and 100 per cent in 
some. 

Rannaq Singh, president oi the 
Federation of Indian Chambers 
of Commerce and Industry, 
urged the Bush administration 
not to retaliate against India. 

He said retaliatory measures 
would be resented by the Indian 
public because most exports to 
tiie United States were of labour- 
intensive products. 

He said India's trade surplus of 
$700 fnilljon with the United 
States was only 0.4 per cent of its 
overall trade deficit 

Viren Shah, head of the 
Associated Chambers of Com- 
merce, described the U.S. action 
as unfortunate and said no gov- 
ernment would want to change its 
policies under pressure from fore- 
ign countries.

The European Community

a list of countries that Washing- 
ton says engage in unfair trade 
practices. 

A spokesman for the European 
Commission, the executive body 
responsible for the trade policy of 
the 12 EC states, said it vehe- 
mently opposed Washington’s 
attack on Japan, Brazil and India. 

“We profoundly regret the Un- 
ited States has chosen this route,” 
the spokesman said. He (fid, 
however, welcome the fact that 
the Community was not on the 
“hit-list.” 

The gesture appears to be a 
further sign of a more concilia- 
tory U.S. attitude in dealings with 
the EC. 

The two sides have recently 
defused disputes over U5. exports 
of meat from hormone-treated 
livestock, and decided that 
GATT panels should examine a 
U.S. complaint over EC oilseed 
subsidies and an EC complaint 
about U.S. sugar quotas. 

EC Trade Commissioner Frans 
Andriessen met FfiDs-in Washing- 
ton last week, and President 
George Bush is due to meet EC 
Commission President Jacques 
Delors Tuesday. 

The commission spokesman 
said the new U.S. law under- 
mines global negotiations under 
way under the allspices of the 
Geneva-based GATT.

AMMAN — Jordanian Expor- 
ters Society (JES) was established 
in Jordan recently aims at prom- 
oting the marketing of Jordanian 
national products and opening 
new markets for the Kingdom's 
goods abroad, according to an 
announcement by Mr. Halim 
Abu Rahmeh, the society's ex- 
ecutive director. 

JES operates as an indepen- 
dent non-profitable entity seek- 
ing to develop the national eco- 
nomy through promoting sales of 
Jordanian products and helping 


Jordanian businessmen to expand 
the scope of their operations 
abroad, Abu Rahmeh said. 

Abu Rahmeh defined the soci- 
ety's objects as follows: 

— To gather all sorts of in- 
formation of benefit to the Jorda- 
nian exporters and manufacturers 
and to place them under their 
disposal. 

— To coordinate the process of 
marketing products through con- 
stant links with companies here 
and abroad and through market- 
ing programmes. 

— To conduct economic stu- 
dies designed to develop Jorda- 
nian national exports and to pro- 
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vide surveys on the potential mar- 
kets abroad. . 

— To organise seminars and to 
distribute pamphlets and publica- 
tions and to help organise fairs 
that can promote sales. 

According to Abu Rahmeh. 
the society has already secured 
subscription to the World Trade 
Centre, which is based in Cairo 
and which will offer Jordanian 
businessmen and exporters access 
to important information about 
world trade through the centre's 
branches in ISO nations. 

Hie JES has embarked on 
establishing a specialised library 
to provide valuable information 
to Jordanian exporters and to 
serve as a data bank for informa- 
tion on trade and import-export 
operations, Abu Rahmeh noted. 

He added that the society’s 
board maintains close coordina- 
tion and cooperation with the 
Federations of Jordanian Cham- 
bers of Trade and Industry, the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade 
and the Free Zones Corporation 
in its endeavours to achieve its 
objectives. 

Hie JES groups 25 members 
representing various industrial 
concerns and it is governed by a 
10-member board of directors. 


TUNIS (J.T.) — The fourth 
Jordanian industrial fair, which 
opened in Tunis Thursday, has so 
far been visited by more than 
20,000 people, according to the 
otgamsers. 

They said that the Jordanian 
products on sale are being bought 
in great quantities by Tunisians 
and some of the displayed pro- 
ducts already ran out on the first 
day. 

Nearly 80 Jordanian businesses 
and companies are participating 
in the fair which was opened by 
Tunisian Economy Minister AI 
Musef Baleid. 

The fair can sell directly to the 


public products worth $2.5 mil- 
lion in accordance with a bilateral 
agreement, the organisers said. 

Jordan and T unisia are linked 
by a 1987 trade and economic 
agreement which provides for the 
sale of $30 milli on worth of pro- 
ducts annually to be divided 
equally between the two sides.

“Mr (Arthur) Drakel on at 
least two occasions has said as 
c&ector-general that there is no 
tiring in the GATT that p ermi t s 
mrilztcral action to be taken with- 
out prior authorisation of the 
GATT ” Woods said.

watershed for top players

PARIS (AP) — Liberty: the 
Soviets want their prize 
money. Equality: the men’s 
.game is enjoying a refreshing 
party. Fraternity: umpires 
round the world say players 
are behaving better at ail the 
time. 

As France celebrates the 
bicentenary of its revolution, the 
three ideals established there 200 
yean ago are making a pitch in 
world tennis, boosting interest 
and excitement for the French 
Open beginning this week. 

Although millionaires like Ivan 
Lendl and Steffi Graf will- be 
satisfied with nothing less than 
the top prize at the second of the 
Grand Sam events to boost their 
earnings, players like Natalia 
Zvereva and Andrei Chesnokov 
-simply will be out to keep what- 
ever they earn. 

Both Soviets have signed con- 
tracts with the Washington-based 
Sports agency. Prose rv, hoping 
die agreement will enable them 
to enjoy die same freedom of 
earnings as Western players. 

Traditionally, Soviet players 
have banded over most of their 
earnings to the national federa- 
tion. “Like Natalia, I am merely 
seeking to exercise my rights as a 
professional tennis player in 
order for me to compete at my 
best,” said Chesnokov, winner of 
almost S60,000 this season. "I 
must be able to control aspects of 
my career including my schedule, 
prize money and my endorse- 
ments.” 

Sadly, many of the world’s top 
players will be absent from Ro- 
land Garros, the Mecca of day- 
court tennis. 

Martina Navratilova, a two- 
time champion, is skipping the 
French Open, preferring a long 
preparation for die grass courts of 
Wimbledon, her most successful 
arena where die feels die has her 
best shot at dethroning Grand 
Slam Queen Graf. 

Chris Evert, Navratilova’s 
long-time friend and rival, is also 
out, saying she is unable to get 
herself motivated for one last 
shot at an eighth French tide. 

Tm, not in the right frame of 
F" fad for Paris,” Evert said this 
week after a 6-4, 6-1 defeat in 
Geneva, Switzerland, to Barbara 
P&uhrs, the latest in a series of 
losses to young, low-ranked play- 
ers this season. 

“In the last three years, I ha- 
ven’t gotten better,” the 34-year- 
old American said. “I’m going to 


go home and evaluate what I'm 
going to do.” 

The men's field also will be 
missing some of its most char- 
ismatic figures, inducting last 
year’s beaten finalist, Frenchman 
Henri Leconte, and American 
John McEnroe, who was seeded 
sixth but withdrew because of a 
back injury. 

Within a few days of pulling 
out, the left-handed New Yorker 
was signed up for a Wimbledon 
warmup tournament in Beck- 
enham, England, during the 
second week of Roland Garros, 
implying that he, jtike Navratilo- 
va, was more serious about grass 
than day. 

For most of the top men’s 
players on the circuit, however, 
Roland Garros, where consisten- 
cy and stamina reap rewards, is 
the only place to be for the next 
fortnight. 

At stake is a winner’s pursue of 
£291.752, £45,000 more than last 
year. 

^" Favourite to collect the cham- 
pion's check once again isCzech- 
sTovakia’s Lendl, winner -of five 
tournaments this season and the 
rally man still capable of winning 
the Grand Slam following his 
victory in the Australian Open. 

Lendl, aiming for his fourth 
French crown, is followed in the 
seedings list by Boris Becker, the 
21-year-old West German who 
has never won a major day-court 
event but has been improving 
steadily on the surface and is 
keen to add the French title to his 
two Wimbledon championships. 

For defending champion Mats 
Wilander, the next two weeks 
could be a long struggle. 

A year ago, the soft-spoken 
Swede was a mode] of consisten- 
cy, sweeping through opponents 
on day with a clinical regularity 
-that took him toward the no. 1 
position in the world. 

But holding on to the top spot 
and to his devastating form has 
proved far harder and Wilander, 
who hasn't won a tournament 
since the U.S. Open in Septem- 
ber, has slipped down three 
places in the rankings after a 
succession of listless perform- 
ances. 

At the Italian Open in Rome 
last week, Wflander fought back 
twice from first-set deficits to 
reach the third round. But there, 
be was hammered 6-3, 6-4 by 
unseeded American Jay Berger in 
another confidence shaker. 

Despite the setback, Wilander 
said he is still eager to defend his 
'French title.

The others 
are Tim Mayotte ( 7 ), Jimmy Con- 
nors (9), Aaron Krickstein (14) 
and Michael Chang (15). 

Agassi, from Reno, Nevada, is 
the only one with a realistic 
chance of going all the way, 
provided he can harness fitness 
and concentration. 

He was dose to victory in .the 
championship match of the Ita- 
lian Open but blew a match point 
in the fourth set against Albert 
Mandni of Argentina and was 
blown away himself in the fifth. 

Mandni, who also has beaten 
Becker and Wilander this season, 
goes into the French cham- 
pionships as the world's newest 
and most dangerous day-court 
sensation. 

The Argentine, who also won 
in Monte Carlo, is appearing in 
only his second Grand Slam 
event, having lost in the first 
round in Pans last year. 


NEW YORK (AP) — Jim Clancy 
won for the first time since April 
8 and Glenn Davis home red Fri- 
day night, leading the Houston 
Astros past Pittsburgh 4-2 to snap 
the Pirates' season-high four- 
game winning streak. 

Clancy, 2-4, beat San Diego in 
his national league debut but 
went winless in his next seven 
starts, losing four. He allowed six 
hits in 6 2-3 innings, walked six 
and struck out five. 

Dave Smith pitched a hitless 
ninth for his seventh save. 

Neal Heaton, 1-5, lost for the 
eighth time in nine decisions since 
last July 26. Heaton, who beat 
Clancy last Sunday, allowed 
seven hits and four runs in five 
innings.

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Uno tipped as next premier 


TOKYO (AP) — Outgoing Prune Minister Noboru 
Takeshita has decided to back Foreign Minister 
Sousuke Uno as his successor, news reports said 
Saturday. 


Nearly ail major newspapers 
carried front-page reports of 
Takeshita choosing to support 
Uno, although most said the 
situation remained fluid. 

Takeshita is believed to have 
discussed the succession problem 
Saturday afternoon with Liberal 
Democratic Party (LDP) Secret- 
ary General Shintaro Abe, 
Takeshita met with Abe for less 
than one hour at a Tokyo hospit- 
al. where Abe is recovering from 
surgery. 

However, Takeshita told re- 
porters a final choice could not be 
made until late next week, poss- 
ibly Friday, following discussions 
with other party elders. Kyodo 
News Service and other news 
reports said. 

Party leaders said Uno 
emerged as the top contender 
after talks Friday between 
Takeshita and Masayoshi Ito. rul- 
ing of the LDP's policy-making 
executive council, according to 
reports in the nationally circu- 


lated Asahi. Yomiuri and 
Mamie hi newspapers. 

The decision was seen as a 
major step towards filling a lead- 
ership vacuum that has plagued 
the ruling party since late last 
month, when Takeshita said he 
would resign to accept responsi- 
bility for die Recruit Company 
bribery scandal which has rocked 
Japanese politics. 

Uno, 66, a 10-term member of 
the powerful lower house and 
foreign minister since 1987. also 
has held the international trade 
and industry portfolio and served 
as party deputy secretary general. 

“We haven't received any word 
from Tokyo." said an official at 
Uno's office in Moriyama, west- 
ern Japan. "But since the news 
was reported in the papers this 
morning there has been a swarm 
of reporters banging around 
here," he said, requesting anony- 
mity. 

A spokesman for Takeshita re- 
fused to comment. 


A Foreign Ministry official said 
Uno was scheduled to leave Sun- 
day for Paris, where be will 
attend a meeting of the Organisa- 
tion for Economic Cooperation 
and Development. He is due to 
return June 4. 

Party leaders reportedly favour 
Uno because he is thought to be 
untainted by the Recruit scandal, 
which already has led to more 
than a dozen arrests, and has 
experience in foreign affairs. 

. Opposition to Uno remains, 
however, as he is a leading mem- 
ber of the party faction headed 
by Takeshita's predecessor. 
Yasuhiro Nakasone, who earlier 
this week was forced to testify 
under oath before parliament ab- 
out his links to the scandal. 

Ito’s refusal May 13 to take the 
top job eliminated the only strong 
candidate in a governing party 
desperately in need of a leader 
with a clean enough reputation to 
steer it out of the scandal. 

The Recruit Company, the pub- 
lishing and information services 
conglomerate at the centre of the 
scandal, is accused of trying to 
influence government policy by 
selling underpriced, unlisted 


shares in a real estate subsidiary 
and by doling out millions of 
dollars of political donations. 

Along with Takeshita’s res- 
ignation, the scandal has led to 
the downfall of three cabinet 
ministers and the arrest of a 
former chief cabinet secretary. 
Many governing party members 
have called it the worst crisis 
since the party was founded 34 
years ago. 

In the meeting with Ito Friday, 
Takeshita agreed to stay on as 
prime minster until a successor is 
found, although April 25 he 
vowed to leave office when the 
year's budget clears parliament. 
The budget is due to become law 
Sunday. 

The bead of the governing par- 
ty routinely becomes prime 
minister because of the party’s 
large majority in both houses of 
parliament. 

But due to the current crisis, 
the liberal Democrats are re- 
portedly considering the possibil- 
ity of installing separate people in 
the two posts, thus placating par- 
ty elders who fear they may lose 
power if a relatively young prime 
minister is named. 



S. Africa execution rate among world’s highest 


PRETORIA (R) — The night 
before prisoners are hanged in 
Pretoria central prison they are 
each given a whole chicken for 
dinner and four rand ($1.40) 
to buy a treat at the prison tuck 
shop. 

For the rest of the night 
death row resounds to the 
voices of the condemned men 
singing hymns about the next 
world. 

Another 13 men and a 
woman have just been sent to 
join them — the biggest single 
group sentenced to death for a 
political crime in South Afri- 
ca's modern political history. 

They were condemned to 
death Friday in remote Upog- 
ton near the Namibian border 
for sharing common purpose 
with a mob that killed a black 
policeman in 1985. 

Amnesty International says 
South Africa's official execu- 
tion rate is the third highest in 


the world — at least 537 people 
hanged between 1985 and mid- 
1988. 

“I find the whole place has 
been brutalised, dehumanised. 
It’s like a factory which pro- 
duces corpses,*' said Brian 
Currin, who heads a group 
called Lawyers for Human 
Rights. 

“The whole place is serviced. 
They provide food. They make 
gardens. They give notice of 
execution. They hang — and 
they bury.” 

As their final night ends, a 
priest visits prisoners for a half 
hour of prayer. 

Then the prisoners monnt a 
flight of stairs to the execution 
chamber. Waiting with the 
hangman are a doctor and a 
policeman, who takes finger- 
prints to check these are the 
right convicts. 

They are lined up — Pre- 
toria's gallows can take seven 


at a time. Their wrists are tied 
behind their backs and a noose 
is placed around their necks 
with a knot behind the ear. 

Then the executioner pulls a 
lever which opens a trap door. 

Renowned Sooth African 
heart surgeon Chris Barnard 
denounces the death penalty 
and condemns hanging as 
“slow, dirty, horrible, brutal, 
uncivilised and unspeakably 
barbaric.*' 

Of the 117 people banged last 
.year three were whites, accord- 
ing to the Black Sash, a dvfl 
rights group for women. 

“The judiciary is white and 
system-orientated, “ said Cur- 
rin. “Whether we like it or not, 
most white South Africans have 
racist inefinatwns. We grew op 
that way. Most white Sooth 
Africans somehow seem to feel 
that black people are less 
human." 

International protest is 


focusing on the use of the 
“common purpose” doctrine to 
convict for mob kBfings — par- 
ticularly in the case of the 
“Sharpeville six’*, whose death 
sentences were commuted last 
September. to long jafl sent- 
ences by South African Presi- 
dent P.W. Botha, iriio can 
grant clemency. 

Many of the 25 defendants in 
the Uptagton trial were con- 
victed on the grounds of com- 
mon purpose, with the court 
finding not that they killed 
poikeman Lucas Sethwala but 
that they shared the intentions 
of those who did. 

The sentencing also pro- 
voked strong criticism from a 
major church group. 

The South African Council of 
Churches, which groups Angli- 
can and Methodist churches, 
described the sentencing as an 
outrage “that only the apar- 
theid system can prod nee.” 


Violence

Nigeria 

LAGOS (R) — A young boy was 
reported killed on Friday as two 
days of anti-government violence 
swept the Nigerian city of Benin, 
despite a military clampdown 
with troops ordered to shoot rio- 
ters on sight. 

Student-led protests against 
hardships blamed on military 
President Ibr ahim Babangida’s 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF)-backed economic adjust- 
ment programme have erupted in 
several parts of the West African 
country over the past week. 

Violent protest flared Thurs- 
day when thousands of people 
took over the streets of the 
ancient city of Benin, capital of 
Bendel state. Crowds barricaded 
major roads, setting fire to army 
vehicles and breaking open two 
jails, newspapers reported 
Friday. 

At least 600 detainees were 
freed when demonstrators 
stormed the prisons. 

Protesters carried placards de- 
nouncing austerity measures 
approved by the IMF to help pull 
oil-producing Nigeria out of eco- 
nomic crisis. 




O AS fails to solve 
Panama poll crisis

Police and troops fired teargas 
and bullets into the air to disperse 
rioters again Friday. The news 
agency of Nigeria (NAN) re- 
potted the body of an unidentified 
boy lay in front of the office of 
Bendel State Broacasting Cor- 
poration. 

State Governor Tunde Ogbeha 
responded to Thursday’s violence 
by imposing a dusk-to-dawn cur- 
few on the state capital. 320 
kilometres east of Lagos, closing 
schools throughout the state and 
ordering troops to shoot rioters. 

Demonstrators massed at the 
University of Benin to renew 
their assault on the city Friday, 
mounting barricades and setting 
fire to car tyres, NAN said. 

Groups scattered by security 
forces regrouped in other parts of 
the city. 


PANAMA CITY, Panama (AP) 
— General Manuel Antonio 
Noriega and opposition leaders 
are still at loggerheads over Pana- 
ma's political crisis after four days 
of talks with an Organisation of 
the American States (OAS). 

The opposition said Friday that 
Noriega must be a party to any 
negotiations, while Noriega in- 
sisted the opposition must negoti- 
ate with pro-government parties. 

“At this tune what we hoped 
for has not been achieved, an 
agreement among Panamanians 
to resolve the crisis that bedevils 
Panama,” said opposition pres- 
idential candidate Guillermo En- 
dara after meeting the OAS de- 
legation. 

The impasse arose when the 
government nullified the May 7 
presidential elections, which in- 
ternational observers said the 
opposition won by a 3-1 margin. 

Members of the OAS delega- 
tion, which is leaving Panama, 
said late Friday they believed that 
a process of communication had 
been started. 

“The opposition now knows 
General Manuel Antonio 
Noriega’s point of view, and the 
general knows the opposition's 
point of view said Etmadoran 
Foreign Minister Diego Cor- 
dovez. 

Cordovez said the mission also 
communicated the other Latin 


American countries' concerns ab- 
out the Panamanian situation. 

The mission, which included 
Cordovez, the foreign ministers 
of Guatemala and Trinidad and 
Tobago, and OAS Secretary 
General Joao Baena Soares, must 
file a report by June 5. 

The OAS has scheduled a 
meeting of foreign ministers for 
June 6 to consider its next step. 

After four days of talks with 
the OAS delegates in Panama, 
neither side appeared to have 
budged. 

Endara said Friday he would 
not accept the presidency Sept. 1, 
even if Noriega allowed it, if 
Noriega remained in place as 
commander of the Panamanian 
defence forces. 

The opposition has said repe- 
atedly that Noriega and the de- 
fence forces hold real power in 
Panama and therefore must be a 
part of any talks. 

Noriega, in a press conference 
after his own meeting with the 
OAS delegation, said, “If the 
opposition remains intransigent, 
the defence forces are not going 
to slip on a banana peel" and be 
drawn into the dispute. 

He said questions about the 
possibility of his own resignation 
were “stupid.” On Wednesday 
the OAS was told the issue was 
for the defence forces to decide, 
not the OAS or the opposition.

Seoul deploys police to block rally High-ranking Democi 



SEOUL (AP) — The government deployed some 7,000 riot police 
in central Seoul Saturday to block a rally called by dissidents to 
demand the fell of Presdent Roh Tae- Woo’s government. Riot 
troopers in green combat fatigues guarded government buildings, 
major intersections and subway stations to try to prevent protesters 
from gathering for the rally. The government banned the rally 
despite organisers' claim that it would be peaceful. The United 
National Democratic Movement, the nation's main dissident 
alliance, called the rally to denounce the government and demand 
a full investigation into the death of radical student Lee Chol-Gyu. 
A government crackdown on dissidents and students in recent 
weeks has blocked most rallies. Hie crackdown came after seven 
riot troopers were killed May 3 in a dash with students in Pusan. 

Mozambique rebels kill 50 

MAPUTO, Mozambique (AP) — Anti-government rebels killed 
50 people in recent attack on Massinga, a town in the southern part 
of Mozambique, the national news agency AIM reported Friday. 
AIM, citing a broadcast on Radio Mozambique, said the guerrillas 
also castrated nine men in their May 12 attack. Communications 
are extremely poor in the southeast African nation and information 
on fighting in remote areas sometimes rake* days or weeks to reach 
the capital of Maputo. The rebels of the Mozambique National 
Resistance suffered heavy losses when they encountered local 
military units, but no figures were given. The rebels have been 
fighting since 1977 in a bid to undermine Mozambique’s Marxist 
government. No government acknowledges supporting the rebels, 
but their hit-and-run attacks on civilian and military targets have 
destroyed the country’s economy. An estimated six million of 
Mozambique’s 15 million people are in need of food aid, according 
to relief groups. 


High-ranking Democrat to resign 

NEW YORK (R) — The Democratic leadership in Congress, 
battered by the ethics investigation and expected resignation of 
House Speaker Jim Wright, was thrown into further turmoil Friday 
when its third-ranking leader said he was resigning over a financial 
inquiry. The New York Times in early Saturday editions quoted 
Tony Coelho, the leading contender to become majority leader of 
the House of Representatives, as saying he was resigning rather 
than put his party and colleagues through a protracted investigation 
of his personal finances. Coelho’s statement followed reports 
earlier this week that House Speaker Wright is expected to resign 
following a 10-month investigation by an ethics committee which is 
expected to find he violated House rules in his financial dealings. “I 
want to give my party a chance to move on,” Coelho, the House 
Democratic whip, told the newspaper. 

Cocaine baby’s mother free 

ROCKFORD, Illinois (AP) — A grand jury refused to indict a 
young mother for manslaughter in her infant's death, which was 
linked to alleged cocaine use during pregnancy, authorities said. 
Friday. Prosecutors had charged Melanie Green, 24, with involun- 
tary manslaughter and delivery of a controlled substance to a 
minor, a charge usually used against street-comer drug dealers. A 
Winnebago County Grand Jury — a pane! of citizens convened to 
decide whether charges merit prosecution — met Thursday and did 
not indict her on any charge, state's attorney Paul Logii said. 
Green's two-day-old baby, Bianca, died Feb. 4. Cocaine was found 
in Bianca’s system and in her mother's, said Dr. P. John Seward, 
the county coroner. The drug was carried through the placenta to 
the fetus, reducing Bianca's ability to accept oxygen from the 
mother and resulting in brain damage.

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Parliament seat eludes Yeltsin 


MOSCOW (R) — Kremlin rebel 
Boris Yeltsin, who won a land- 
slide victory in Moscow in March 
elections, Saturday appeared to 
have failed to win a place on a 
new powerful Soviet legislature. 

Results of Friday's vote for 
members of the Supreme Soviet, 
the legislative body of the new 
Soviet parliament, showed Yelt- 
sin lying 12tta in a poll for 1 1 seats 
allocated to the Russian Federa- 
tion, the largest Soviet republic. 

Yeltsin was supported by 1,185 
members of the Congress of Peo- 
ple's Deputies, while 964 voted 
against him . According to elec- 
tion rules the fact that his major- 
ity was the smallest among the 12 
candidates meant he would not 
get in. 

The results still had to be 
approved by the Congress, but 
this appeared to be a formality. 

Yeltsin was narrowly defeated 
for the final place by Russian 
Federation President Vitaly 
Vorotnikov, a member of the

buro, who secured 1,388 votes to 
761 against. 

Yeltsin was the only candidate 
for the 271-member council of 
nationalities, one of the two 
chambers of the Supreme Soviet, 
to fail to get elected. In every 
other Soviet republic, the number 
of candidates matched the num- 
ber of seats available. 

The results of voting to the 
second chamber, the Council of 
the Union, which also has 271 
members, were due to be 
announced later in the session. 

Members of the Supreme 
Soviet were chosen by the new 
supreme legislature, the Congress 
of People's Deputies, from 
among its own members. The 
results were announced Saturday. * 

The 2,250-member congress, 
which began its inaugural session 
Thursday, was itself elected thus 
spring in the first multi-candidate 
papular elections in more than 70 
years. 


The rejection of Yeltsin was 
likely to provoke an angry reac- 
tion from Muscovites, who over- 
whelmingly elected him for a 
constituency representing the 
whole of Moscow March 26. 

The fact that the Russian Fed- 
eration was the only one of the 15 
Soviet republics to put forward 
more candidates than seats also 
appeared an attempt by the 
powerful Communist Party 
apparatus to keep Yeltsin out of 
the standing legislature. 

“The Congress rejected the 
opinion of six million citizens of 
the capital who voted for Yeltsin 
and now Moscow is not repre- 
sented in the Supreme Soviet,” 
said one indignant Muscovite. 

Yeltan, one of the country’s 
best-known political figures, has 
repeatedly stressed in recent 
weeks that his demands for a 
speeding up in the reform process 
do not constitute a challenge to 
the Communist Party leadership.
